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ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


Despite  an  ever-increasing  number  of  limited  English  proficiency  (LEP)  persons 
dn  Illinois ,  few  vocational  programs  have  adapted  their  program  to  meet  the 
special  needs  of  this  target  population.  Moreover,  there  is  a  dirth  of  voca¬ 
tional  and  support  staff  with  bilingual  capabilities  or  the  particular  skills 
and  resources  to  work  with  LEP  students. 

To  expand  the  number  and  quality  of  services  to  LEP  students,  BVEP  proposed 
to: 

provide  vocational  programs  with  the  leadership  and  resources 
to  assist  in  the  systematic  planning  of  services  for  LEP  students. 

To  achieve  this  goal,  BVEP  provided  technical  assistance  through  consultation, 
inservice  training,  and  dissemination  activities.  Workshop  handouts  and  other 
resources  were  also  developed.  To  insure  a  coordinated  delivery  of  services 
to  local  programs  and  maximize  resources,  BVEP  established  cooperative  rela¬ 
tions  with  numerous  agencies  and  projects. 

During  1Y-81,BVEP  assisted  over  220  agencies,  the  majority  being  post-secon¬ 
dary  institutions .  Though  most  clients  were  educational  agencies ,  BVEP  also 
worked  with  state  correctional  and  mental  health  centers,  community  agencies, 
the  Small  Business  Administration,  and  several  state  agencies  dealing  with 
migrants,  refugees  and  CETA.  In  addition  to  serving  programs  in  Illinois, 

BVEP  assisted  agencies  in  22  other  states  as  well  as  in  Puerto  Rico,  Canada, 
Switzerland  and  Ecuador.  This  inter-state  cooperation  is  resulting  in  the 
reciprocal  sharing  of  materials ,  information  and  resource  persons . 

To  maximize  staff  time  and  resources ,  BVEP  worked  intensively  with  9  LEP 
program  planning  sites  -  Elgin  District  U.46.  Senn  High  School,  Clemente 
High  School,  Eisenhower  District  #218,  Rock  Valley  Community  College  Triton 
Coimunity  College,  Springfield  District  #186,  Township  High' School  District 
#214,  and  Pontiac  Correctional  Center.  In  so  doing,  BVEP  was  able  to  help 
develop  programs  in  districts  with  high  LEP  concentrations . 

Activities  related . to  these  special  sites  included:  1)  conducting  population 
research  to  determine  site  selection;  2)  providing  orientation  sessions 'on 
program  development;  3)  consulting  on  proposal  development,  program  design 
and  materials ;  4)  coordinating  model  program  visitations ;  5)  offering 
library  services;  and  5)  conducting  inservice  workshops.  Particularly 
successful  was  an  inservice  series  offered  to  Elgin  vocational  staff  on 
strategies  for  adapting  instruction  and  materials .  In  order  for  other  local 
programs  to  benefit  from  the  experience  and  work  of  these  special  sites,  a 

resource  manual  highlighting  models  and  strategies  for  serving  LEP  students 
was  initiated. 

Another  unique  client  group  was  composed  of  other  LEP  training,  research  and 
curriculum  projects  funded  by  DAVIE.  These  included  projects  at:  Waubonsee 
Ccnmunity  College,  Truman  College,  Juarez  High  School,  Southern  Illinois  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  University  of  Illinois.  Special  efforts  were  made  to  assist 
these  projects  with  completion  of  their  objectives  through  identification  of 
resources,  consultation  and  library  services.  In  return,  BVEP  was  able  to 

call  upon  staff  of  these  projects  as  presenters  for  workshops  and  resource 
persons  for  new  programs. 
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Services  were  also  available  upon  request  to  any  other  program  or  agency 
working  with  LEP  persons .  BVEP  responded  to  185  consultation  requests  of 
which  30  were  conducted  in  person  at  the  local  site  or  at  NEC,  60  were 
handled  through  correspondence  and  116  were  answered  by  phone.  Primary 
areas  of  assistance  included:  program  development,  funding,  materials  and 
testing.  This  assistance  was  generally  requested  by  administrative 
personnel.  (See  Appendix  A  -  Monthly  Activity  Reports) 


Inservice  activities  included  the  preparation  and  delivery  of  15  presentations 
and  10  wtrkshops  -  five  at  the  local  level,  eleven  at  the" regional  level  and 
seven  at  state  and  national  conferences .  Most  of  these  inservices  were  con¬ 
ducted  for  or  coordinated  with  other  sponsoring  agencies/projects.  Many 
were  of  a  general  nature  dealing  with  BVEP,  LEP  program  models  and  available 
resources.  Others  were  highly  specialized  coverefing  topics  such. as:  voca¬ 
tional  ESL,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  mentally  ill  LEP  patients,  materials 
development,  integrating  career  education  and  foreign  language  instruction 
classroom  strategies,  etc.  (See  Appendix  B  and  C  -  Workshop  and  Presentation 
Reports) 


An  area  of  concern  to  most  programs  was  materials  identification  and  selection. 
This  was  reflected  in  the  number  of  materials  consultations  requested  as  well 
as  the  circulation  figures  of  the  NEC  library.  Approximately  643  items  were 
borrowed  frcm  BVEP's  collection;  over  4,500  additional  mterials  were  circu¬ 
lated  from  other  NEC  collecticnns .  To  maintain  an  up-to-date  collection,  BVEP 
continued  the  ongoing  process  of  identifying  and  acquiring  relevant  resources 
(See  Appendix  D  -  Library  Utilization  Report) 

.Dissemination  served  as  another  vehicle  for  technical  assistance.  BVEP  in 
cooperation  with  University  of  Illinois  developed  an  LEP  issue  of  the  Network 
^ews  ^  disseminated  other  LEP  related  information  in  subsequent  issueil 
BVEP  also  distributed. over  418  copies  of  its  products  including  the  Administra¬ 
tor  s  Handbook,  the  bibliography  of  bilingual  career/ vocational  materials,  the 
needs  study  and  the  demographic  report. 

To  insure. a  complementary  delivery  of  services,  provide  for  program  visibility 
and  facilitate  technical  assistance,  BVEP  developed  lines  of  corrmunication  and 
cooperation  with  other  projects  and  agencies.  BVEP  participated  in  countless 
meetings  with  NEC  projects,  DAVTE,  LEP  project  directors,  Illinois  Employment 
and . Training  Council  ccmnittees ,  career  guidance  centers,  etc.  Internal  coordi¬ 
nation  resulted  in  reciprocal  use  of  library  collections ,  mutual  help 
with  technical  assistance,  cooperative  use  of  consultants  for  workshops,  and 
shared  support  services.  External  coordination  resulted  in  similar  cooperation 
although  BVEP  benefited  to  a  lesser  degree.  Particularly  helpful  was  the 
coordination  among  LEP  projects.  To  assist  with  inter  project  coordination, 

BVEP  arranged  for  the  centralized  field-testing  of  locally  produced  materials .

Conclusions : 

j  j?"  ^Pj^esents  a  unique  and  valuable  resource.  It  serves  a  large 

and . diversified  clientele  through  a  variety  of  activities.  Requests  for  ° 
assistance  range  from  simple  information  or  materials  inquiries  to  intensive 
or  ongoing  consultation  and  inservice- training.  The  amount  of  technical 
assistance  requested. is  increasing  as  is  the  variety  of  agency  types  e.s 
educational,  correctional,  mental  health,  CETA,  etc.  Although  mast  initial 

requests  are  handled,  many  lack  follow  up  and  personalized  attention  due  to 
staxr  limitations . 

.  j?'  pr^^J'1-0,ns  indicate  a  high  level  of  satisfaction  with  the  service 

provided  by  BVEP.  Most  programs  would  like  to  be  able  to  see  BVEP  increase 
in  start  to  accomodate  additional  needs.  Services  that  were  considered 
particularly  helpful  were  specialized  workshops  and  intensive  consultation 
on  program  development.  Library  services  was  another  BVEP  function  heavily 
used  reflecting  the  common  need  for  bilingual  vocational  materials . 

3.  Although  establishing  coordination  with  other  projects  was  very  time 
consuming ,  the  results  were  very  positive.  BVEP  was  able  to  expand  its 

relyiS  °n  the  exPertise  of  consultants  in  other  projects, 
imilarly,  BVEP  was  able  to  contribute  vocal  information  and  resources  to 
other  projects.  Reciprocal  use  of  resources  and  consultants,  cooperation 
with  inservice  training  and  coordination  of  field-testing  were  facilitated.

TEACHER  AIDE  TRAINING  FOR  LIMITED  ENGLISH  SPEAKING  AOULTS 

The  primary  objective  of  the  L.E.S.  Adult  Vocational  Education  program 
is  to  train  and  provide  experience  for  persons  with  limited  English  SDeaking 
skills  for  placement  as  teachers  aides  in  high  school  vocational  education 
classrooms.  Persons  who  have  dual  language  capability  and  entry  level 
skills  and  knowledge  in  a  vocation  are  needed  to  assist  regular  vocational 
instructors  with  bilingual  students  in  areas  of  vocational  training  at  the 
high  school  level.  Current  courses  of  study  concentrate  on  the  adult 
Spanish  speaking  population. 

The  program,  housed  at  Mesa  Community  College  in  Arizona  consists  of 
several  phases:  Phase  1,  consists  of  preparing  a  research  design,  job 
analysis  and  curriculum  recommendations  for  vocational  programs  for  L.E.S. 
adults  at  the  community  college  level.  During  phase  2  a  model  vocational 
program  in  teacher  aide  education  for  the  L.E.S.  adult  will  be  developed, 
training  adults  in  entry  level  skills  for  the  vocational  areas  in  highest 
demands  in  Ar i zona  .
